BEDFORD COUNTIAN 


Tells of the Sugar Beet Industry in 


Pomona Valley. 


Pomona, Cal., November 15, 1912. 
The sugar beet industry in Po- 


mona Valley is quite profitable. Some 
-of the farmers make it a specialty. 
They raise from 12 to 15 tons of 
"beets per acre, from which they real- 
ize from $50 to $60. 


On November 13 we were at Chino 


and went through the American Beet 
Sugar Company's plant 
At this 


plant they use thirty carloads of 
thirty tons each of beets in the manu- 
facture of sugar in one day. A guide 
took us through the plant. 
We 


started where the} were unloading 
the beets from the cars: then we fol- 
lowed 
the 
process all 
the wa} 


through to where the pure white 
granulated sugar runs into the sacks. 


We have heard people say that, if 


we knew how uncleanly sugar was 
made, we would not eat it, but since 
we were through this factory we 
have changed our minds on that sub- 
ject. 
The beets are thoroughly 


washed and scraped before they are 
sliced. Everything is nice and clean. 


When a certain party takes his 


first load of beets to the factory, they 
.weigh out 25 pounds, then they cut 


~ 
r off all the fine roots and tops and 
scrape them. Then these 25 pounds 
are re-weighed 
They call the loss 


-tare and deduct it from the weight. 
The beets are then sliced and tested 
to find out how much sugar is in 
them, just as milk is tested to find 
out how much butter is in it. This 
test governs the price they get for 
their beets. 


The beets are washed and scraped 


by machinery, water running over 
them all the time, until they are 
thoroughly cleaned. 
They are then 


elevated to the upper story of the 
building where they fall into a pair 
of automatic scales and as soon as 
there is a ton of them they are dump- 
ed out and carried to the slicer and 
from there to the cooker where the 
pulp is cooked. Then the juice runs 
through several tanks where it is 
boiled down and, as it comes out of 
each tank to pass to the next, it is 
clearer and thicker. 
After it is suf- 


ficiently boiled, it is dried and then 
run through a laige cylinder where 
it is granulated. 
Tne pulp of the 


beets it dried and sacked up and 
sold for cattle feed. 


The largest engine used at this 


eluded to write a short letter lor pub- 
lication. 


We left Bedford for Altoona on 


November 6 at 9 a. m. and after a 
wait of about 20 minutes took the 
train for Pittsburgh, where we re- 
mained four hours before starting 
for Columbus, O., on the Pan Handle 
j.ioad; after a few minutes we started 
for Chicago arriving there Thursday 
at S a. m. We remained in Chicago 
one day, taking in the sights, and left 
for Omaha, Neb., going on to Lex- 
ington, Neb., without change of cars, 
which is 231 miles west of Omaha, 
where my sister and brother-in-law, 
Ed. S. Blackburn, reside. We found 
them well and doing well; they have 
a home and surroundings they may 
be proud of, light along the main 
line of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
one of the best roads in the west. We 
remained at Lexington about ten 
days and met quite a number of Bed- 
ford County people, among them are 
the May boys, H. C. Stuckey and fam- 
ily, Joseph Krings and many other 
Pennsylvamans, all of whom are very 
prosperous. 


I will :ust mention our visit to H. 


C. Stuckey's, who is soon 69 years 
old. He came out on the front lawn, 
and turned a somersault as quick as 
I could have done it myself. 


After doing justice to a very excel- 


lent dinner, prepared by our hostess, 
known by the people of Mann's 
Choice and vicinity as Miss Ida Bob- 
letz, Mr. Stuckey took us out to his 
stock yards, and, taken altogether 
it was the finest sight in the stock 
line I have seen in the west. He has 
450 head of steers, averaging 1200 
pounds, 400 head of hogs, soon ready 
for market; he then showed us cor- 
rals that contained 7,000 sheep, and 
they were fine ones too and will be 
ready for the February market. 


His three sons and two daughters 


are married and have fine homes, 
Roy and Ed being bankers and John 
a successful stock grower. 


We visited the Evergreen Ceme- 


tery and the graves of Capt. John S. 
Stuckey, John

are mostly used for grazing purposes, 
but which are very productive farm 
lands when there is enough moisture.

Monuments Being Erected in Halifax 


Over Graves of Victims. 


The graves of the victims of the 


Titanic disaster of April 15 who were 
buried in Halifax cemeteries are be- 
ing individually marked. 
Several 


memorial monuments have been con- 
tracted for by the White Star line, 
owners of the Titanic, and will be 
placed over the graves. 


Halifax 
cemeteries contain ths 


bodies of 150 Titanic victims. Most 
of them are men. Many remain un- 
identified, but there have been occa- 
sional identifications, even within a 
few months, and further identifica- 
tions are considered likely.

MONEY THAT REALTY TALKS 


Speaking Bank Note as a Protection 


Against Counterfeiting. 


The question of protection against 


counterfeit bank notes is one which 
is being discussed in England just at 
present. 


A member of the Royal society re- 


cently showed the results of a discov- 
ery which he made, and by this 
means he is able to imitate copper or 
steel engraved bank notes so perfect- 
ly that the president of a large bank 
was unable to pick out the single 
genuine bank note out of a lot of ten 
which included nine of the kind re- 
produced by the author. This was 
intended to show the error of the pre- 
vailing opinion that bank notes can- 
not be imitated. 


At the same time that this some- 


what disconcerting news comes out a 
new remedy against counterfeit notes 
is proposed, this being the "speak- 
ing" bank note, and should a system 
of the kind be adopted the note will 
not only concern the eye, but will as- 
sert its genuineness in a loud and in- 
telligible voice should it be placed in 
a phonograph. 


In fact the note carries a given 


phrase which is inscribed on the edge 
just as on a phonograph cylinder, us- 
ing a specially prepared paper for 
this purpose. 
Any kind of phrase 


can naturally be used, as it is design- 
ed simply to have a check upon the 
quality of the bank note by the use 
of the voice. 


All that is needed is to put the 


note into a properly designed phono- 
graph, when it will speak for itself, 
according to the present idea, while 
a counterfeit remains silent. 
The 


method is certainly an original one, 
but it would not seem a very hard 
matter to counterfeit the phonograph 
record as well as the note itself.- 
Scientific American.

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R. R. ENGINEERS' SALARIES 


Dispute Between Roads aiid Em- 


ployes Settled by Arbitration. 
Declaring that a case has not been 


made' for an advance all along the 
line in the compensation of locomo- 
tive engineers, the Board of Arbitra- 
tion, before which the railroads and 
engineers presented their cases in 
July, handed down their decision 
Monday. The board fixed a minimum 
wage in passenger service of $4.25 
per day, and 
$4.75 for 
through 


freight service. 
The engineers had 


asked for $4.40 and $4.60 (according 
to the size of the engines) in passen- 
ger service, and for as high as $5.75 
for freight service. 


The Arbitration Board as appoint- 


ed bj the Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, the United States Com- 
missioner of Labor, and the Presid- 
ing Judge of the United States Com- 
merce Court, consisted of Oscar S. 
btraus of New York, Charles R. Van 
Hise of Madison, Wis.; Albert Shaw, 
editor of the Review of Reviews; 
Frederick N. Judson of St. Louis and 
Otto M. Eidlitz, former president of 
the Building Trades Association of 
New York City. The railroads were 
represented on this Board by Daniel 
Willard, President of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad, and the engineers 
by P. H. Morrissey, former grand 
master of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen. 


The report of the Board was unan- 


imously agreed to by the five mem- 
bers appointed by the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court, the United 
States Commissioner of Labor and 
the Presiding Judge of the United 
States Commerce Court. It was sign- 
ed by Mr. Willard with an explana- 
tory statement. Mr. Morrissey filed 
a dissenting opinion. 


In an explanation of its decision, 


the Board said, "In fixing the mini- 
mum wage in passenger service at 
$4.25 per day in the Eastern District, 
a higher minimum rate is established 
than that which now exists on all but 
a few of the roads. In awarding a 
minimum through freight rate of 
$4.75 per day, a rate is established 
that measurably approaches the cur- 
rent minima on roads now paying the 
better rates." 


With reference to the standardiza- 


tion of wages asked for by the engi- 
neers, the decision says: "The Board- 
feel that at the present time they 
have gone as far toward establishing 
a uniformity of pay as is practicable 
by introducing a minimum wage for 
each class of service." 


The practical effect of the decision 


on these two important features of 
the engineers' demands is that as a 
general rule the poorer paid of the 
engineers are brought up, while those 
receiving the higher wages will not 
be affected to any appreciable ex-

The latest invention is a violin that 


plays itself. People who have heard 
it say that it possesses the delicacy 
of touch and sweetness of tone of a 
finished player, Pearson's Weekly 
states. 


Really the mechanical violin con- 


sists of three instruments. The bow 
is a circular hoop of horsehair which 
travels around continually. 
Stand- 


ing on end inside the hoop are three 
violins. 


Along the neck of the instruments 


stretch a row of uncanny fingers that 
run up and down the strings just like 
real fingers. The violins stand back 
about an inch from the moving hoop 
of horsehair, against which they are 
pushed at the right moment when 
the note is struck. 


The hardest tunes to play present 


no difficulties to this marvelous fid- 
dle. 
It is not likely to replace the 


human player in the orchestra for 
some time, at least, as the cheapest 
kind costs $2,000. 


Like most machines, however, it 


lacks one thing; it cannot tune itself. 
When any of the notes get flat the 
strings have to be tightened by mere 
man in almost the same way as an 
ordinary violin.
